• The minutes of the previous meeting were accepted with some modifications. It was noted that the minutes should 
state when the meeting began and ended. 

• Steve has learned that Morse Pond in Wellesley is about to be dredged, apparently because annual weed treatments 
did not help. We will get more information about this at the next meeting. 

• Steve is looking for the original report on the sandbar. According to Joey the Town Engineer has it. 

• Treatments planned for 2013: “Sonar” in the spring; evaluation in May, treatment probably in early June. (This 
year only spot treatment was done, in July; it proved effective.) Treatment for the remaining phragmites in the fall. 
The necessary pennits have been extended until 2015. The NOIs will be kept open. In the future, phragmites may 
need some treatment every few years to keep it from spreading again. 

• The warrant for the 2013 Town Meeting is expected to open in December or on January 1. An appropriation for the 
water bodies fluid will have to be requested again. Joey will ask Teresa (DPW) to call a joint meeting of the groups 
involved in requesting fluids. 

• For the census survey a “bullet point” is needed from each task group or committee. Last year we used “promoting 
pond health and community recreation.” 

• Planning for Town Day needs to start several months before the event.
